RE J PRESIDEirr'S ASSASPIMATIOS 

Reported on duty at 9iOO AH, Kovemter 22, 1963. the Homicide and Rottery 
Office, Dallas Police repartroent, Room 317. Talked vith my partaier Det. V. M. 
Turner, alBO Hets, Sims and Boyd. Capt. J. W, Fritz advised Tet. Turner and 
T vould report to Peputy Chief tvmpVin for assignment. Det. Turner and I had 
teen issued fceige colored lapel pins for identification. These vere issued 
by Deputy Chief Stevenson on November 21, 1963, Deputy Chief Stevenson also 

shoved us a complete list of identification badpes and pins that would be used 
by all officers and meFbers of the press. I secured a typewritten list of these 

items of identification, 

9i30 AM, November 22, 1963, checked with Deputy Chief Lumpkin's Office, 
was advised that Deputy Chief Lumpkin was out at that time, Det. Turner and 
I returned to our office, and at about 9«i40 AM, Rovereber 22, 1963, i received 
a call that Deputy Chief Lurepkin had returned and would meet Turner and ne in

9t$0 AM, Noveniier 22, I963, Det. Turner and I met Deputy Chief Lumpkin 
and another man that was with him. I believe his name was Weiddemeyer. The 
four of us drove to Love Field, arriving there around 10j30 AM. Ve drove the 
route that the motorcade would follow. Deputy Chief Lumpkin explained that we 
would be driving ahead of the motorcade about a half-mile. That we would look 
for any obstruction, or anything that might endanger the motorcade. 

We waited at Love Field and saw both planes land, I saw the Presidential 
Party leave the plane. Deputy Chief Lujapkin told us there vaold be a Secret 
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SerTioe agent riding vlth us from I<ove Field. We left Love Field ahead of the 
motorcnde. Haputy C>ilef tunpkin driving, Det. Turner In front right BO«t. I 
vas sitting in left rear seat, the /ray Officer in center, end the Secret 
Pervioe agent in ripht rear seat. Pet, Tximar checked radio contact vith 
Chief Curry, vho vas leading the motorcade, and the dispatcher. Ve proceeded 
dovm the route to downtown, maintaining periodic checks ty radio vith Chief 
Curry. V.'e turned off Kain Street onto Houston Street, and I could see the 
motoroada at about Akard Street at this time. This was about 7 blocks behind 
us. We proceeded on Houston Street to Elm Street and then to the Stemraons 
Expressway. We were on Stoinmons Expressway, nearing Oak Lawn Avenue when 
we learned of the shooting. The motorcade passed us on the service road 
near Oak Lawn Avenue. Ve followed tho motorcade to Parkland Hospital. Saw 
the victims taken into the hospii«l. Left Parkland at about 12iU5 PM, Kovem- 
ber 22, 1963. Had additional passenger, Forrest Sorrels, U. S. Secret Service. 
Wo proceeded to scene of the shooting. Arrived at the Texas School Book De- 
pository, Houston and Elra Street, at about 12t50 PM, November 22, 1963. I 
met Deputy Sheriff Harry Weatherford at rear door. Veatherford_ and I entered 
building and proceeded to check building from ground floor upward. I got to 
tho sixth floor about lilO PM. The empty hulls were found at window about 
l!l5 IM. Capt. Fritz, Dets. Sims and Boyd were present at this time. Capt. 
Fritz advised me to take the employees that had been on the sixth floor to 
the City Hall for stateiients. Officer C. W. Brown stated he had a car and would 
drive me to City Hall. Brown and I left the Texas School Book Depository with 
witnesses William H. Shelly, Bonnie P.ay Williams, and Canny Garcia Aroe (See 
affidavits) . 
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Officer Browi and I arrived at Room 317> City Hall, at about li 50 PH, 
Novomtor ?2, 1563, T v«a in prooo»ii of tsVing an »ffl<J«vit from Ponnla Ray 
Vnliams vhen the vinlfom officers troupht in a vhlte male that they said 
mied Officer Tippit. I later learned the arrested sut.lect vas Lee Harvey 
Oswald. Shelly, VlUiame and Arce told us that Osvald vas an employeo of 
the Texas School BooV Depository. Officer C. W. Brovm talked to Capt. Frits 
in my presence and advised him of Osvald' s arrest. I completed the taking 
of the affidavit froa Willisms. This vas at atout 2i30 Vt'., Koveraber 22, 
1963. 

Capt, Fritz advised Det, W, E. Potts and me to proceed to 1026 North 
BeoVley and search the room occupied by one I<ee Earvey Oswald. Lt. E, L. 
Cunningham vent vith Det. Potts and me to ■Oils address. Ve contacted Mrs, 
Earleno Poherts, the landlady, and Wrs. A. C, Johnson. Checked registration 
book and did not find name of Lea Harvey Oswald, or naiM Hidell, Mrs, Johnson 
stated they had 17 rooms vith 16 occupied. This vas 3lCiO TW, Koverater 22, 
1963. I called Det. T. L. Baker at City Hall, and he advised that he was 
sendinf! out a Search Vfarrant. While ve vere waiting for the Search Warrant, 
the television vas on, and a picture of Lee Harvey Oswald vas put on the 
screen. Krs. Johnson and Krs." Boberts recognized hira as 0. H, Lee, a tenant, 
and directed us to his room. There vas no number on this room, ^ust the 
designation 0, This being a sinall room off the living room of this large 
rooraing house. We found that Lee l^arvey Oswald had rented the room on 
October II4, 1963, and used the name 0. H. Lee and still had the room rented, 
paying 68,00 per veek. Wo waited until Justice of the Peace David L. JcJinston, 
arrived with Det. Turner, and Pat, R. M, Moore, The Search Warrant was shown 
to the owner of the house, and ■ search was made of the room ofifiupied by Lee 
Oswald, 
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There vas a City of Dallas nap found, a leather holster, an address took with 
the none of l«o Harvey Omald la It, nunerona letter, with hie nsmo on them, 
clothes, ehoes, shaving Ut, a paper hack book entitled, "A Study of the 
0. S. S. B. and Comtiunism", a pair of tinocuLars, several pamphlets, and 
handbills for the "Fair Play for Cuba", Undesirable Discharge f rom Karine 
Corps ftsr Lea "arvey Oswald. This property vas all taken to Room 317» Ci*y 
Ball, 

I was in the process of looking through this property in Koom 317, City 
Hall at about 7jOO m, Movemter 22, 1963, vhen I was advised by Capt^ J. W. 
rritz to talk to Vrs. Marina Oswald, wife of lee Harvey Oswald. I talked to 
her in the presence of Krs. Ruth Paine in Room 316, City Hall. Vith Krs. 
Pa5ne as interpreter, 1 took an affidavit f ron Karlna Oswald. Kiss Ksry Rattan 
was the Notary and wss present when a Kr. J. A. Brourantus and Krs. Ruth Paine 
translated the affidavit. Det. J. P. Adsmcik was also present. These persons, 
with the exception of Mary Rattan, were also present when the rifle found at 

the scene of the shooting was shown to Kra. Marina Oswald. See her affidavit 

for her comments on the rifle. 

On Hovember 23, 1963 I talked to Kr. Joe Kolina. .^ae statement for in- 
forration on him. He could not *ed any light on Oswald's activity as he was 
not in close cmtact with Oswald during the day of November 22, 1963. 

Wovember 23, 1963 at 2tl5 PM I was on stage in show up room when show up 
was held with #1 John Thurman Horn, #2 David Knapp, #3 Lee Harvey Oswald, 
1^1 Daniel Lujan. I could not see Into Assonbly Room to see who was viewing 
the show up. I did recognize Det. J. R. Leavelle' e voice, did not see him. 
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Uovember 214, 1963 I came on duty at 12:00 Koon. I was returnine from 
chiirch services vhen I heard on a news broadcast that Lea Harrey Oswald had 
teon shot. This was at 11j30 m. I took fsnily homo and reported for 
duty at 12:00 Hoon. I was present when Joolc Huhy was taken to Capt. Frits' • 
office at ahout ItOO 131. I talked to Lts. Swain and Smart and listed property 
that they had taken from Jack Rtthy' s oar. I went with Det. Tumor and U. 
F»jain and placed this property In Police Property Room. VJillian F. Alexander 
of the Dallas District Attorney's office was also with us at the 1026 Horth 
Beckley address at time search warrant was executed.
